Letter  To  The  Editor 


Dear  Sir: 

As  a  concientious  observer  of  the  University 
Milieu  I  feel  that  the  time  has  come  to  speak  out 
on  behalf  of  those  students  on  this  campus  who  have 
in  the  past,  and  are  now,  accused  of  apathy.  This 
is,  to  begin  with,  a  misnomer.  "Apath/*  about 
student-administration  ''conflict"  ,  involvement  of 
the  University  in  off-campus  community  actions  etc. 
ad  infinitum  isn't  truly  apathy  but  a  personal  moral 
evaluation  of  such  questions  as  trivial.  The  effect 
that  the  University  experience  has  on  the  life  of 
the  individual  is  still  (though  some  would  have  us 
believe  otherwise)  primarily  achieved  through  the 
medium  of  the  academy.  The  question  of  apathy 
then  boils  down  to  a  basic  assessment  of  the  values 
which  a  student  brings  into  the  university  envir- 
onment. 

The  primary  source  of  student  activists  on  campus 
is  found  in  courses  which  have  no  immediate  bearing 
on  occupations  beyond  the  university  walls  ie.  in 
the  "Real"  world.  The  least  politically  active 
and  restive  elements  on  our  campus  are  found  in 
courses  which  have  an  explicit  goal,  that  prepare 
the  individual  for  life  beyond  the  confines  of  our 
precious  community  of  scholars,  eg.  Engineering, 
Dentistry  and  Medicine.  The  historically  stable 
structure  and  temperment  of  those  individuals  stems 
from  the  fact  that  they  have  the  maturity  to  make 
a  decision  as  to  goals  and  eventual  career.  The 
other  less  settled  group  is  such  primarily  because 
of  their  lack  of  maturity.  The  expression  of  such 
immaturity  is  found  in  demonstration  and  other 
overt  forms  of  youthful  misdirection.  Lack  of  pat- 
ience and  the  unpreparedness  of  student  governments, 
comprised  mostly  of  these  kinds  of  students,  to  share 
are  now  demanding  has  been  proven  time  and  again  - 
most  recently  at  ST.  George.  (A  classic  example 
of  a  childs  temper  tantrum.) 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  those  who  most 
strongly  accuse  us  of  apathy  are  those  mong  us 
who,  themselves,  have  the  least  sense  of  direction.

CO-OPTION

Innis  College  Is  forgoing  ahead  once  more  , 
pioneering  the  field  of  co-option.  Two  years  ago 
when  representation  on  faculty  council  was  the  big 
issue,  the  I.C.S.S.  Executive  fought  until  it  got 
5  representatives  on  the  College  Council.  "Stu- 
dent representation,  or  strike";  we  were  a  force 
to  be  dealt  with  and  we  meant  business.  We 
wanted  a  voice,  however,  small  in  the  control  of 
the  college  and  we  got  it  for  better  or  worse. 
Mostly  worse  because  without  realizing  it  the  stu- 
dents had  forced  the  College  Council  to  co-opt 
them  by  only  insisting  on  20%  representation.  We 
wanted  a  foothold,  however  small  and  we  took  it 
and  thanked  them.  What  a  perfect  position  to  be  in; 
we  had  representation  and  therefore  had  to  stop 
complaining;  the  administration  looked  benlficent 
by  allowing  our  demands  yet  knew  all  along  that 
they  would  still  have  the  ultimate  control  due  to 
numbers.  We  screwed  ourselves.  Other  colleges 
and  universities  followed  in  our  noble  footsteps 
though  and  came  for  advice  on  tactics,  but  as  the 
realization  came  slowly  most  pulled  out  before  the 
dastardly  deed  was  fait  accompli.  Others  learned 
from  our  mistakes,  but  did  we?  Good  heavens  no. 
We're  still  in  there  asking  for  more. 

Fortunately,  or  then  again  maybe  unfortunately, 
Innis  College  has  been  (blessed,  unblessed  -  choose 
one  only)  by  a  liberal  administration.  It  has  been 
due  only  to  this  administration  that  the  college  has 
appeared  on  the  surface  to  have  moved  forward 
at  all  this  year  in  the  fields  of  education  and  resi- 
dence. But  not  all  the  blame  can  be  put  on  the  ICSS 
Executive  for  they  have  had  to  deal  with  a  new  brand 
of  administrator,  liberal  administrators,  who  seem 
all  peaches  and  cream.  The  student  society  has 
not  been  able  to  gain  a  foothold  at  all  this  year,  they 
have  been  foiled  again  and  again  by  a  college  council 
who  thinks  all  our  ideas  are  great  and  throw  their 
support  ahead  of  us.  Ahead  of  us,  for  in  this  way 
they  still  have  control  of  the  ball  game.  The 
Student  Society  expresses  an  interest  in  co-op 
residences  and  the  council  is  in  there  restling 
space  from  the  university  for  co-op  residences. 
But  whose  ideas  of  co-op  residences  are  im- 
plemented -  the  council's  -  they  ask  what  we  don't 
want  ,  but  not  what  we  do.  The  council  also  set 
up  a  new  experimental  program  that  will  be  accredited 
in  the  fall  and  an  accepted  part  of  the  arts  and 
science  program.  What  can  the  Executive  say? 
On  the  surface,  it  looks  great,  but  because  the 
program  was  so  efficiently  implemented,  the  council 
neatly  side-stepped  any  efforts  that  might  have  been 
made  to  look  into  the  very  basics  of  education, 
its  beginnings,  purposes  and  ends;  an  effort  that 
could  have  upset  the  university's  apple  cart.  But 
now  Innis  191,  192,  193,  194,  are  physical  entities 
and  we  have  an  enlightened  administration  who  know 
what  we  want,  bless  their  little  hearts. 

How  subtle  the  council  has  been  this  year  and 
we  ate  it  up.  And  now  the  final  coup  for  which  the 
administrators  definitely  receive  game  point.  The 
Executive  have  been  so  completely  duped  that  they 
no  longer  feel  the  need  for  a  separate  student 


society  but  instead  propose  to  negate  their  respon- 
sibility and  hand  over  what  little  independence  they 
might  have  had,  to  the  College  Council.  They  don't 
even  feel  the  need  for  equal  representation  since  the 
College  Council  and  the  Executive  are  running  on 
parallel  paths  (ref:  Sue  Stoess).  Are  we  running 
parallel?  Should  we  be?  Surely  we  still  need  a 
student  society  to  represent  the  students  as  a  cohesive 
group.  A  society  that  can  go  off  on  its  own  tangent 
and  doesn't  have  to  toe  the  line  of  a  middle  class 
society.  Would  we  ever  have  had  an  orientation  in 
1967  If  the  ICSG  hadn't  been  a  separate  independent 
body?  No,  because  the  administration  severed  all 
connection  until  the  end  of  the  week  when  its  success 
was  realized. 

What  happens  with  no  independent  student  society 
and  only  representation  on  council?  The  adminis- 
tration takes  over  once  more.  The  wheel  will  have 
gone  full  circle.  Sure  we'll  still  have  our  nice 
liberal  administration  and  they'll  probably  continue 
making  changes  so  that  the  university  looks  different 
and  progressive  but  will  they  ever  get  to  the  real 
problems,  the  fundamentals  of  education  and  society? 

Don't  kid  yourself  baby,  they' re  there  to  preserve 
the  status  quo  and  you  ve  Just  been  co-opted.

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THE  SKY  DIVING  PICTURE

Did  you  ever  dive  from  a  high  diving  tower? 
Did  you  ever  drive  a  good  machine  at  full  throttle 
down  a  winding  highway?  Why?  You  probably 
did  it  because  it  was  fun.  Today  driving  enthusiasts 
are  adding  to  the  fun  by  incorporating  the  thrill 
of  aircraft  flying  with  the  practice  of  actually  gliding 
one's  own  body  through  the  air,  doing  controlled 
turns,  loops,  dives  and  barrelrolls.  With  several 
jumpers,  enthusiasts  can  pass  batons,  play  follow 
the  leader,  track-race  across  country  and  perform 
various  other  stunts.  During  this  time,  one  s  speed 
ranges  from  120  to  160  M.P.H.  but  the  sensation 
of  falling  is  never  felt.  For  extreme  speeds  and 
excitement,   sport  parachuting  beats  all  others. 

After  descending  to  a  height  of  2500  feet,  the 
parachute  is  opened  and  the  slow  descent  to  earth 
begins.  At  this  point,  one  must  steer  the  parachute 
to  a  small  target  on  the  landing  dield.  With  practice, 
a  person  can  consistently  land  within  a  few  feet  of 
the  target. 

New  and  modern  equipment,  better  techniques, 
Instruction  and  supervision  have     made  sport 


parachuting  a  safe  sport,  and  one  that  is  growing 
more  popular  every  day.  Many  fellows  are  bringing 
their  girlfriends  up  to  the  clubs  to  share  the  space- 
age  sport  and  parachute  as  a  team. 

The  most  frequent  objection  made  to  the  sport 
is  that  of  cost.  But  sky  diving  is  much  cheaper 
than  skiing.  Your  equipment  is  not  lying  around 
idle  for  half  of  the  year  because  sport  parachuting 
is  a  year  round  activity  and  eliminates  the  burden 
of  seasonal  Investment. 

There  are  many  6mall  clubs  within  a  100  mile 
radius  of  Toronto.  Most  clubs  are  about  50  miles 
away  so  that  you  can  Jump  for  an  afternoon,  or 
make  it  a  day  or  a  weekend. 

Make  plans  to  become  a  sport  parachutist  this 
summer.  Start  lessons  in  the  spring  and  an 
exciting,  fun-filled  summer  is  guaranteed.  Meet 
new  people  and  step  up  Into  the  space-age  sport.
